Federal Appraisers Decide in Fa- 
vor of Polariscopic Tests of 
Suger Imports.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Board No. 3 
of the United States General Ap- 
praisers today decided against 
the sugar importers in the new 
test case brought by them to set- 
tle the question as to how the 
quality of sugar is to. be de- 
termined for tariff purposes. The 
case already itivolves many mil- 
lions of dollars. 

The United States Circuit 
Court recently decided that the 
scientific polariscopic test should 
be applied. The importers, how- 
ever, contended that the so- 
called “trade” test, or commer- 
cial test, should be used.

LAWSON’S EPIGRAM. 


Not Sold Out. 


‘Hell is Macadamized With Sec- 
ond-hand Intentions’ —Amalgamated 
Dividend to Be Increased— He Has 


EW YORK, Dec. 30.—[Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.} Thomas W. 

Lawson passed through New 
York today from Boston to New- 
ark, and drepped this additional 
epigram to his galaxy of wit- 
ticisms: “Hell is macadamized : with 
second-hand intentions.”

RAILROAD RECORD, 


WOULD BUY IT UP: 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Could not Escape the Clutches of the 
Railway Corporations if Worth 
Anything, Thinks Prouty. © 


EW YORK, Dec. 30.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The Herald's Chicago 
special says: 

“If the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission were worth buying, the rail- 
roads would try to buy it. They have 
bought pretty nearly everything in this 
country that is worth buying, and the 
only reason they have not tried to 
purchase the commission is that this 
body is valueless in its ability to cor- 
rect railroad abuses.” 

This statement was made by Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner Charles 
A. Prouty today, in discussing legal- 
ized pooling. Asked, in view of this 
statement, whether it would be wise 
to give the commission control over 
rates, the commissioner replied: 

“The -public must trust someone, and 
that would be the best remedy it is 
possible to obtain under the existing 
conditions. 

“The railroads, it is well known, 
own many of our courts and other 
public bodies. They see to it that the 
right men, men of friendly inclina- 
tions, aré elected. There would exist 
danger of doing this in case of a 
‘strong’ commission, so that it might 
be composed of men who would sit 
idly by and do nothing of value.” 

Adked his opinion of Secretary Mor- 
ton’s pooling plan, Commissioner 
Prouty said:

“Rate control by the commission 
would come far from removing all the 
evils that attend the pooling of rail- 
way earnings. The people are con- 
cerned in only two things in connec- 
tion with the rallroads—facility of 
service and rates. In my opinion, 
there is no longer any competition as 
to rates worth mentioning. 

“It is a godsend to the shipper of 
today that there are some independent 
roads that are still struggling for busi- 
ness. With legalized pooling, every 


| incentive to competition as to facility 


of service would be removed, as it 
would make little or no difference to a 
railroad whether it carried business or 
not. 
“This fact was demonstrated in the 
history of the fruit traffic of California 
years ago, when the Santa Fé and 
Southern Pacific were competing for 
business. Solicitors were in évery 
cars were furnished prompt- 
ly, and the fruit was transported to 
Chicago in seven days. Then came 
a practical division of the business, 
with the exclusive car contract 
Between Armour and the South- 
ern Pacific, and the exclusive use 
of Santa Fé refrigerators on that line 
—and what was the result? It now 
takes fruit anywhere from eight to 
twelve days to arrive in Chicago, and 
it frequently gets here in bad shape. 
The solicitors have been withdrawn, 


and there is no competition as to fa- 
cility.” 


VILLAGE IN IRELAND 
BURIED BY A BOG.

“Four houses stood in the. valley 
of the Cloonard River, a tributary of 
the Suck, directly between the scene 
of the original commotion and the 
public road, the direction in which 
the bog was moving.

By that time, dwellings far and near 
had been abandoned. The bog burst 
in the doors and windows, leveled 
walls and ditches, and enveloped vast 
tracts of country in its destructive 
pall. 

“Sixty years aro.” said one resi- 
dent, “I remember well every inch of 
this place was bog, and to bog it has 
returned, carrying with it our little 
harvest, our all.” 

The Clooncheevers bog is only one

BOSTON TUNNEL OPENED. : 


Dedication to Public Use of Great 
Work of Submarine Engineering 
Without Any Formality. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 


BOSTON, Dec. 30.—The submarine 
tunnel connecting Boston and East 
Boston was opened for public travel 
today. The dedication of the tunnel 
to public use wes carried out without 
any formality. The tunnel is double 
tracked, 3.4 miles long, 2700 feet of 
which is under the harbor waters. The 
cost of construction was $3,000,000, The 
tunnel was built by the City of Bos- 
ton. which has leased it for a term of 
twenty-five years, datine from 1897, to 
the ~ Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, which will use the tunnel ex- 
clusively for the passage of its elec- 
tric cars between Boston and East 
Boston. 

About four and one-half years have 
becn consumed in constructing the tun- 
nel. In the accomplishment of which 
many difficult engineering problems 
had to be solved, chiefly on account 
of the maze of underground pipes, 
sewers and wires, and also because of 


the perilous nature of the work of 


digging the large passageway under- 
; neath the bed of the Boston harbor. 
| The tunnel is built entirely of con- 
crete, and is the only tunnel of that 
kind in the world. 

In arranging for the stations, the 
builders made use of historic ground, 
for the entrance near Washington 
street is directly under the old Mas- 
sachusetts State Howvse, while the 
Scollay Square terminal is underneath 
the old Boston Courthouse.

Ambassadors Choate and Porter 
Will Retire from Posts at London 
and Paris, Respectively, Mr. Mc- 
Cormick to Remain at St. Peters- 
burg and Mr. Tower at Berlin.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—The Presi- 
dent is devoting some time to consid- 
eration of important appointments in 
the diplomatic and consular service of 
the government which are to be made 
formally by him at the beginning of 
next March. Secretary Hay had a con- 
ference with the President today be- 
fore the meeting of the Cabinet and it 
is understood that the matter of ap- 
pointments in the diplomatic § service 
was one of the subjects discussed. 
While no official announcement of the 
President's intention regarding the po- 
sitions has yet been made, it is known 
that he has decided upon several 
changes. 

Joseph H. Choate, Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James, has indicated that 
he does not desire longer to continue a¢ 
representative of this government® in 
Great Britain and he expects, when re- 
lieved, to return to America to look 

a ye his personal interests here. He 

succeeded by Whitelaw Reid, 
rroprietor of the New York Tribune. 


who was at one time Minister to 
France. 
Gen. Horace Perter, Ambassador to 


France, will retire from that post soon 
after March 4. He was appointed by 
President McKinley and, with the ex- 
piration of his present term, will have 
served the United States at the French 
capital eight years. The President has 
decided on Gen. Porter's successor, but 
at this time no announcement cf his 
decision can be made. 

Charlemagne Tower, Ambassador to 
Germany, and Robert 8. McCormick, 
Ambassador to Russia, will continue at 
their respective posts. Bellamy Storer, 
Ambassador to Austria-Hungary, will 
continue in his present place until the 
Président decides transfer him to 
another post in the diplomatic serv ice, 

As to the Ambass cae to Italy, 
nothing of a definite nature can be 
said now.. It has been rumored that 
Ambassador George von L. Meyer is 
to succeed Gen. Porter at Paris, but 
it can be said that such a change is 
net certain. The probabilities are 
that Ambassador Meyer will remain 
at Rome. 

CONGER TO MEXICO. 

‘Gen. Powell Clayton having decided 
to rélinquish his post as Ambassador 
to Mexico at the end of the present 
administration, he will be succeeded by 
Edwin H. Conger, now United States 
Minister to China. It is not expect- 
ed that Mr. Conger will continue long 
at the Mexican capital, as he is un- 
derstood to intend to return to his 
home State of Iowa to be a candidate 
in succession to Gov. Cummins. He 
will be succeeded by David E. Thomp- 
son of Nebraska, who at present is 
Minister to Brazil. Mr. Thompson ac- 
cepted the appointment to Brazil with 
the Understanding that he would be 
appointed to a higher place in the dip- 
lomatic service as soon as opportunity 
afforded. 

Minister Conger will be succeeded at 
the court of Peking by William W. 
Rockhill, at present director of the 
Bureau of American Republics, who 
is recognized as an authority on all 
subjects pertaining to China and the 
Chinese. 

John K. Gowdy., who was appointed 
by President McKinley American 
Consul-General at Paris, will be suc- 
ceeded by Frank H, Mason, who is 
now Consul-General at Berlin. In suc- 
cession to Mr. Mason, John Lewis 
Griffiths of Indianapolis will be named. 

It is expected that some other 
changes will be made in the corps of 
American ministers, but at this time 
aw are not obtainable for publica- 
tion.

Corporal Punishment for 
Wife Beaters Proposed. 


Grand Jury Favors Idea, Per- 
haps the President's. 


Diplomatic Changes in View. 
Jiu Jitsu at Annapolis.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] In his annual 
message to Congress the Pres- 
ident in discussing affairs § in 
the city of Washington generally, 
made reference to wife beaters in’ this 
city and indulged in 
comment and suggestion regarding 
them: 

“There are certain offenders, those 
whose criminality takes the shape of 
brutality and cruelty toward the weak, 
who are inadequately punished by im- 
prisonment; for imprisonment may 
often mean nothing to him while it 
may cause hunger and want to wife 
and children who have been victims 
of his brutality. Probably some form 
of corporal punishment would be the 
most adequate way of meeting this 
kind of crime.” 

Whether the President meant by 
this language to recommend the whip- 
ping post is not known, but the grand 
jury of this city took up his sugges- 
tions, and in a report today, makes 
this recommendation: 

“The desirability of establishing a 
whipping post es a means of punish- 
ing wife beaters and petty-larceny of- 
fenders has been investigated by this 
body and the majority of the members 
are of the opinion that it would prove 
very effective in decreasing the num- 
ber of these reprehensible crimes.” 


TREASURY OPERATIONS. 
REVIEW FOR CLOSING YEAR. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M } 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—The Treas- 

ury Department today issued a re- 
view of treasury operations for the cal- 
nedur year, 1904. 

The treasury receipts for the calen- 
dar year, 1964, were $540,000,000, and 
the expenditures (including the Pan- 
ama payment,) $562,000,.000—a deficit 
for the year of $22,000,000. As com- 
pared with the previous calendar year, 
the receipts show a falling oft _ of 
$8.000,000, and the expenditures an “jn- 
crease of $50,000,000. The decrease in 
custom receipts was $9,000,000, Civil and 
miscellaneous expenditures § increased 
$15,000,000; War Department, $9,000,000; 
Navy Department, $23,000,000; pensions, 
32.000,000, and interest, $1,600,000. 

The increase in interest is due to 
the fact that a portion of the interest 
of 1903 was anticipated in 1902. The fig- 
ures do not Include the postal receipts 
and expenditures, except that the pos- 
tal deficit is included in the civil and 
miscellaneots expenditures. 

Imports for the first eleven months 
of 1904 were $939,000,000, an increase 
over the corresponding period of 1903 
of $22,000,000. 

Imports free of duty for the same 
period increased $42,000,008. while duti- 
able imports decreased $20,000,000. 

In 1903, 43% per cent. of the imports 
were free of duty. while in 1904, 47 per 
cent. were free of duty. Practically 
the entire increase in free imports was 
in three articles—coffee, india rubber 
and raw silk. Although dutiable im- 
ports decreased $20,000,000, raw sugar 
and wool show increases aggregating 
$28,000,000. All other dutiable imports 
decreased nearly $50,000,000. Of this 
decrease, $20,000,000 was in iron and 

Other noteworthy features of the 
treasury transactions fn 1904 were the 
payment out of accumulated surpluses 
of $50,000,000 for the right of way for 
the Panama Canal; the redemption of 
the outstanding 5-per-cent. bonds due 
February 1 1904, and the various calls 
on the -national-bank depositaries for 
the return of a portion of their public 
deposits. The redemption of fives dur- 
ing the calendar year was approxi- 
mately $6,000,000. Public funds on de- 
posit with the banks were reduced 
from %166,000,000, January 1, 1904, to 
$113.000,000 at the close of the year. 
The calls on the banks to mature early 
in 1905 will further reduce these de- 
posits and replenish the cash in the 
general fund of the treasury t@ the ex- 
tent of $23,000,000. 

The cash in the treasury, exclusive 
of the eold reserve and gold and siiver 
coin held against outstanding certifi- 
cates, was $320,000,000, January 1, 1904. 
At the close of the year it was $240,- 
000.000, a decrease of $80,000,000 for the 
year.

“CASEY AT THE BAT.” 


Famous Baseball Classic Said to be a 
- Parody on “Horatius at the 
Bridge.” 


[Louisville Heraid:}] The authorship 
of the celebrated ballad, “Casey at the 
Bat,” which DeWolf Hopper has served 
to immortalige, has long been in ques- 
tion. It is to be hoped, however, that 
this rattling ditty should not go down 
to posterity linked with the “Beautiful 
Snow” and that other source of em- 
broiiment and recrimination, “Laugh 
and the World Laughs With You; 
Weep, and You Weep Alone.” “Casey” 
has had many fathers to claim it as 
their dream-chiid, but, at last, tangible 
evidence, which should serve to lay 
the question of authorship to rest for 
all time is at hand. Mr. Hopper has 
long been of the opinion that this ballad 
was from the pen of Ernest L. Thayre, 
a manufacturer, not of verse, but of 
hardware, of Worcester, Mass. Archi- 
bald Clavering Gunter sent the poem 
to Mr. Hopper in 1887, and “E. L. T.” 
was affixed to the same as author. Mr. 
Hopper recited “Casey” at the Broad- 
way Theater one night in the above 
year with a success with which all 
theater-goers are now acquainted. Mr. 
Hopper subsequently discovered that 
the initials “E. L. T.” stood for Ernest 
L. Thayer, who, besides being a manu- 
facturer, had engaged, when a young 
man, ir some little newspaper work 
over the country. 

Mr. Thayer, however, is only one of 


the very few claimants for “Casey.” In 


Stone’s book of “American Humorous 
Verse” he is credited with the author- 


ship, but Dana, Estes & Co.'s “A Treas- 


ury of Humorous Verse” credits it to 


Joseph Quinian Murphy. A note in this 
latter book, published -last year, says 
that “the author recently died at his 
home in St. Louis.”

poems are written in the same meter. 

It is a curious fact also that the words 

“the nine” appear in the first lHne of 

“Horutius,” and this, Mr. Wilstach 

thinks, at this distant time, may have 

éerved to sug t the baseball con- 

nection with the parody. Anyway, 

Sioux City was baseball crazy at that 

time. The opening lines of *“Hora- 

tius” are as follows, 

“Lars Porsena of Clusium by the nine 

gods he swore 

That the great house of Tarquin 
should suffer wrong no more.” 

The opening lines of “Casey” here 

quoted for the benefit of those who are 

not acquainted with the poem in ques- 

tion, are as follows: 

“It looked extremely

Burrows did the same. 

A pallor wreathed the f.atures of the 

patrons of the game.” . 

One does not have to compare these 

poems closely before he discovers that 

there is a very close resemblance one to 

the other.

Turning to “Horatius” we find this 

line: 

“He smiled on those bold Romans, a 
smile serene and high.” | 

Then the famous line in “Casey:”

Again, turning to “Horatius” we find 

the suggestion for this: - 

“*Down with him!" cried False Sextus, 
with a smile on his pale face.”

medieval devotion is certain. He was 
but twenty-two when he endeavored 
to get himself crushed by the wheels 
of her carriage, and would probably 
have accomplished his object had she 
not quickly forced him aside, smilingly, 
with her parasol. 

Innumerable were the duels which he 
fought in her defense with those who 
had spoken slightingiy of her—and 
they were many, for she was not popu- 
lar. It was her hatred of her husbtnd's 
cousin, Prince Jerome Bonaparte, that 
led de Cassagnac to pursue him with 
such relentiess animosity. It was the 
Empress herself who, when Paul was 
but twenty-five years of age, secured 
for him from the Emperor the Cross 
of the Legion of Honor. It was again 
because she disliked M. WVOllivier that 
he assailed the latter so vigorously. 
When he went to the war in 1870, it 
was because it was her war, and that 
he felt ii his duty to execute in so far 
as lay in his power her political objects, 
and when Emperor Napoleon, broken 
with tliness and with excruciating 
physical pain, entered his carriage 
after the defeat of Sedan, it was on 
the arm of Paul de Cassagnac that he 
leaned. 

De Cassagnac leaves his two sons and 
his daughter millionaires. This is due 
to the fact that about ten years ago 
a colossally rich and childless soap 
manufacturer of the name of Julien 
at Marseilles, bequeathed to him his 
entire fortune, amounting to about 
7,000,000 francs, as a token of his ad- 
miration for de Cassagnac’'s fearless- 
ness of tongue, pen, and sword, and 
for his devotion to the Empress, Fear- 
ing, however, that de Cassagnac might 
possibly squander the money in some 
movement in favor of monarchical 
restoration, he tied it up in such a 
fashion that de Cassagnac could only 
enjoy the income, the capital remain- 
ing intact until his death. . Altogether 
the career of Paul de Cassagnac sav- 
ored of another age, and that he cared 
far less for the imperialist cause than 
for his Empress, even to the last, is 
shown by the contemptuous manner in 
which he was always wont to refer to 
Prince Victor Napoleon, the Bonaparte 
pretender.

Business men have been banded to- 
gether at a banquet for the promotion 
of many enterprises, but Los Angeles 
was never Sefore the scene of a ban- 
quet such as was held at the Young 
Women's Christian Association last 
night. 

About 100 men gathered around the 
tables, many of ihem representing the 
solid business circie of tho city, and 
the avowed ourpose of their coming

together was to @romote a great re- 
vival of religion throughout the entire 
city. The other portion of the crowd 
was made up of ministers of the gos- 
pel, and it is not strange that this 
should be their mission, but that they 


all were there with an intent purpose |* 


was shown by the fact that they sub- 
scr%ed a guarantee fund of $1250 be- 
fore they got up from the tables, to 
support the coming great evangelistic 
campaign under the leadership of the 
frenous J. Wilbur Chapman of New 
York. 

Everything about the banqueting 
room Was sO daintily arranged by the 
ladies that ii was a matter of common 
remark amone the gentlemen. The 
decorations were in red and green and 
the dinner, which was exquisitely pre- 
pared, was served by young lady mem- 
pers who volunteered for the duty. 

Rev. William Horace Day, toast- 
master, having plowed up the asphalt 
with his nose Sy falling from a bicycle 
during the preceding day. turned it to 
good account for a facetious opening. 
He introduced ihe -murpose of the 
gathering by saying in part: 

“The cGurch’s great weakness is its 
disorganization. A pastor is often so 
devoted to his own tha: he scarcely 
knows what his neighbor is doing just 
around the corner.” 

He referred to elections and said 
that nobody regretied the money nec- 
essarily spent to record the franchise 
of the people, though it has cost the 
city of Los Angeles $20,000 during the 
present season. An election he said 
was now to be had to test the willing- 
ness of the people to choose for God: 
that it would last for three weeks and 
Whi cost about $6000. 

He introduced Rev. Revert J. Bur- 
detie as the first speaker, saying that 
he is a man who “dares to see a great 
light ahead.” Mr. Burdette took ‘Op- 
portunity” as his topic, and said in 
part: 

“The opportunity is always present; 
it is we who are not ready and if we 
are not ready I fancy the opportunity 
will never again present itself. 

“A revival 1s something live, not 
dead. I think when a church needs a 
revival it will revive; I don't believe 
the churches of Los Angeles need a 
revival; they are revived. There are/ 
no dead, cold, clameny churches in 
Los Angeles; what we need ia a great 
building up of the kingdom of God. 
You can't measure a revival by arith- 
metic—it's the spirit of the thing. 
We have been feeling it ever since the 
visit of Cam@beil Morgan a year ago. 

It isn’t going to be a movement that 
specially touches the slums; I believe 
the higher circles need it, and they 
are not to be overlooked. 

““—T have heard sermons and sermons 
about fishers of men, and stories ahout 
the fiy of the trout-fisher and how he 
landed after a long struggie a trout 
about #0 long. I confess those ser- 
mons never moved me much. Why, 
the Lord never meant the luring of a 
six-inch man out from”°under a rock 
or anything like that. They were men 
who swung great nets and caught 
large numbers of soule—as many as 
3000 in a single day. 

“Our opportunity is here now.” 

DR. WALKER’'S EXPECTATION. 

Dr. Hugh K. Walker, declared he had 
never been quite so happy as he was

“The revival has already begun— 
the revival is here,” he said. “You 


never can get a hundred churches to 
come together and business men to 
turn out like this; you can’t get such 
a thing as that to come ibout unt!! the 
revival is here. los Angeles is 
spiritually ready and I ave great 
expectations. 

“To attempt to do great things 
makes them possible and this thing

“I believe there is a great deal of 
latent religion in Los Angeles outside 
the churches but it Is time for the 
church to aseert iteelf as the Spirit: of 
God can be represented in tie othe:

The storm that has been hovering 
over the Whittier institution has 
broken, but no particular damage ap- 
pears to have been done. 

Superintendent Smith and the Whit- 
tier trustees, Dr. Walter Lindley, T. 
E. Newlin and James Clarke, returned 
from Sacramento yesterday, whither 
they had been summoned by the Gov- 
ernor. 

“I have just returned from Sacra- 
mento,” said Superintendent Smith,

factory. so far as I ami concerned. 
I am more interested than ever in the 
welfare of the school. Gov. Pardee 
was good enough to say that he was 
very much..gratified at the relations 
existing between the boys and girls in 
the insiitution and myself,” 

No question has ever been raised as 
to the discipline of the school main- 
tained by Superintendent Smith. There 
have been fewer escapes under his 
management, and probably less lack 
of harmony than under the adminis- 
trations of any of his predecessors, 
with the possible exception of the first 
one, Dr. of but rumors of graft 


have recently tended to mar his erst- 
while popularity. 

These rumors reached the State 
Board of Charities and Corrections, and 
a committee, consisting of the vice- 
president of the board, Rev. Dr. J. K. 
McLean. and 0. K. Cushing, was ap- 
pointed to make an investigation. Their 
report, together with one made by the 
secretary of the board, W. A. Gates, 
Was sent to the Governor about the 
middie of November. These reports 
reflected séverely, not only on Super- 
intendent Smith, but on the trustees, 
and they along with Smith, were sum- 
moned to Sacramento this week by 
Gov. Pardee, to explain away the al- 


r legations made against them, or suffer 


the consequences. 
The explanations made to the Gov- 
ernor, judged by Superintendent 


Smith’s cheerful frame of mind upon 
his return to Whittier, yesterday, -ap- 
pear to have been entirely satisfactory. 
Nevertheless, admissions have been 
made by Superintendent Smith, if he has 
been correctly quoted in the reports filed 
with the Governor which lay him open to 
grave censure., If he can charge up 
to the State the car fare of his daugh- 
ter, while attending school in Los An- 
geies, unchallénged, then, indeed, is 
the door to graft left wide open. There 
are several other items enumerated in 
the reports in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor, that smack very strongly of pri- | 
vate graft, and it is hard to concetve | 
how Gov. Pardee can condone them 
unless a satisfactory explanation has 
been submitted to him. 

If the trustees have been lax, too, as 
set forth in the reports, it would not’ 
be strange if further investigation were 
to disclose even greater abuses than 
any that have yet been hinted at. 

In justice to the trustees, it can be 
said that Dr. Walter Lindley, who was 
instrumental in the founding of the 
school, and its first superintendent, has 
always been credited with having the 
welfare of the institution at heart. T. 
E. Newlin, the most recently appointed 
member of the board, is a man of 
high standing in the community, and 
the fact that no personal expense 
bill has been put in by him since last 
June, would go to show that he has 
trying to filch any easy 
money from the State. Newlin has 
been reported to be not averse to a 
change in the superintendency of the 
school, but no public declaration has 
been made by him on that subject.

pense accounts. 

It was to face these serious charges 
that Superintendent Smith has been 
summoned to Sacramento by Gov. 
Pardee. 

SERIOUS ARRAIGNMDBNT. 


Secretary Gates of the State Board 
of Charities and Corrections, prefaces 
his report with the following state- 
ment: 

“In accordance with the vote of this 

board, directing the secretary to in- 
vestigate the finances of the various 
State institutions, I took occasion dur- 
ing my recent visit to Whittier, in con- 
junction with the committee of the 
board and after said committee had re- 
turned, to comply with your directions 
in so far as this school is concernod, I 
made a careful examination of the 
financial methods and books of account 
and general management of the school, 
and report my conclusions that you 
may have them before you in con- 
sidering the report of the special com- 
mittee.” 
. Secretary Gates then goes on to say: 
“In general I find the management 
certainly lax and careless, if not bor- 
dering on criminality.” 

After giving his findings in detail, 
Secretary Gates sums up his conclu- 
sions as follows: 

“That the Board of Trustees as a 
whole is lax and careless in its busi- 


ness methods and does not give that 


close scrutiny to the management of 
the schoo! that is demanded.

“That the Superintendent, who is 

id a salary for h himself and wife of 
$3600 a year, and ig furnished his house 
and living expenses, is wrongfully and 
unlawfully increasing his income by 
ore to the State private expenses 
whi the State should not pay, and 
by putting in his expense account items 
which were not ex and thus 
making false affidavits thereto.” 

NO CHECK ON DISHONESTY. 

Secretary Gates details his findings 
of mismanagement under ten separate 
heads. Under the head of “Sales,” he 
Ways: 

“The method of making sales of live 
stock, produce or any other article for 
sale, is as follows: The superintendent 
or farmer makes the sale and delivers 
the article sold to the purchaser and 
brings the money to the commissary 
and reports the sale. An entry of sale 
is then made on the commissary’s 
books and at the end of the month 
the commissary pays such money over 
to the clerk. The commissary does not 
see the goods either sold or delivered 
and knows nothing of the transaction 
except what is reported to him. The 
matter seems to be wholly in the hands 
of the person making the sale to re- 
port all, a part or none of the money 
received, if he so desires. There is 
no check if dishonesty is practiced, 
It is therefore impossible to ascertain 
from the books of those in charge 
thereof, whether products belonging to 
the State have been converted to pri- 
vate use or not.” 

PURCHASE OF SUPPLIES. 


Under the head of “Purchases and 
Distribution of Supplies,” the report 
says in part: 

By the rules of the institution sup- 
plies are purchased upon requisition 
from the commissary, when this of- 
ficer finds that such goods are needed. 
This requisition is sent to the super- 
intendent and by him approved and 
the commissary sends the order where 
he is told by the superintendent. This 
rule has not been obeyed, the super- 
intendent frequently buying goods him- 
self and frequently when no requisition 
has been made by the commissary. 
Sometimes bills have come in for goods 
which have never passed through the 
commissary department and of the 
purchase of which the commissary 
knows nothing, the superintendent ex- 
plaining that the goods had been de- 
livered direct to the department. All 
the commissary ever saw in such 
cases was the bills, and he never knew 
whether or not the goods were received. 
While most supplies are purchased on 
contract, yet a large part are non- 
contract and purchased where the su- 
perintendent may see fit.

The ordinance of intention for this 
extensive improvement was published 
some time ago, and at the last City 
Council meeting a report was presented 
by the City Attorney on the protests 
which had been filed. He decideq that 
there was not sufficient frontage repre- 
sented to make a majority of the hold- 
ings on the protests; and the Council- 
men, by a vote of 4 to 3 decided to over- 
rule the protests and proceed to the 
publication of the final ordinance. This 
will be done at once; and the next step 
will be for the City Attorney to bring 
a condemnat'>n sul., ih the name of the 
city, against each owner of property 
necessary for the street opening. 

The indications are that this will 
require considerable time, and those 
who have given the matter much atten- 
tion are of the opinion that at least two 
years will be necessary before actual 
work on the street can begin. 

The court may appoint a commission 
to award the damuges for the indi- 
vidual properties; but if the owners are 
not satisfied with the award—and it 
seems reasonably certain that some of 
them will fight to the limit—they can 
then secure a trial of the case by jury, 
and even then can appeal the decision, 
should it be against them.

HE LEGISLATURE. . 
It is not altogether a joke that 
the people of the various common- 
wealihs composing the Federal Union 
laok upon the regular biennial con- 
venings of their Legislatures with 
feelings of foreboding. There is 
truth under the jest, and, as we all 
know from experience, the fear that 
we are to occasionally find ourselves 
aMlicted with a body of lawmakers 
who may do more harm than good is 
well founded. However, we must 
always hope for the best, and as far 
as can be learned California, at 
least, May reasonably hope for some- 
thing good and useful to come out of 
Sacramento this time, because of the 
widespread feeling that the personnel 
of the coming Legislature is made up. 
for the most part, of the right sort of 
material. 

Too frequenily, it must be admitted, 
the time of the legislative sessions in 
California, as well as in other States, 
has been given over to poliiical 
sparring and chicanery. Also there 
has been an inclination to fiddle over 
little things. matters of no importance 
and bills that have for their objects 
the selfish advantage of some special! 
clique or person. The life of each 
Legislature, under the constitutional 
limitation, is comparatively short, 
and its time is therefore very valu- 
able and ought not, under any cir- 
cumstances, to-be fooled or trified 
away. It is not absolutely necessary 
that every member of both the As- 
sembly and the Senate should intro- 
duce a bill, and in that way burden 
the statute books with neediess and 
unnecessary laws. We have quite as 
many laws'as we need at the present 
time, generally speaking, and no bdiils 
sould be introduced that have not | 
some definite public remedy in view. | 
As much good could probably be ac- | 
complished by repealing antiquated 
or useless laws as by making new 
ones. The Legisiature should con- 
stantly keep before it the fact that 
the purpose of its. existence is to 
transact the people's business, and 
that the greater the dispatch and 
economy with which that business is 
carried out the more satisfactory 
will it be to the taxpayers of the 


State. 
Yet another thing that all too often 


disgusts the public with legislative 
sessions is_the frequency with which 
they are turned into “gabfests"” by 
members who have an irresistible 
longing to hear themselves talk. Not 
only have men been talked to death, 
but many a much-needed law has 


acted more 


long-winded orators. 
cheap as a general proposition, but 
in State Legisiatures it costs money, 
for the reason that it consumes time. 
The officers and leaders of the Assem. 
bly and Senate can, therefore, render |! 
no more welcome service to the pub- 
lic at large than by choking off the 
unlimited flow of gab, no matter how 
silvery may be the tongues of the 
gabbers, and getting at the meat of 
every question without unnecessary 
delay, and then aciing upon it with 
promptness and decision. 

But,as was said in {he beginning 
of this friendly admonition, there ts 
every reason to believe that the com- 
ing Legislature is composed mainly 
of sane and sensible men who have 
the interests of our splendid common- 
wealth deeply at heart. And it is in 
that belief that the ple will look 
hopefully for much good to result 
from the coming sessi~ns at Sacra 
mento. 


w’ DEMOLISH THE WALL? 

A correspondent of the American 
Economist sends to that paper a con- 
cise but effective argument in favor of 
tariff protection, as follaws: 

“When the tide goes down, why de- 
molish the seawall? When a certain 
tarif schedule becomes a _ nullity, a 
nothingness, because the particular ar- 
ticle does not come from abroad, why 
‘worry over that for as much as a sec- ) 
ond? Did you ever observe a bril- 
liant moon in the heavens when the 
sun was shining? The moon is 4 
‘nullity’ at that time of the day. We 
all reverently look at it and admire It, 
but no one suggests wiping it out of 
the heavens. The moon may be of use 
that very night. It is not usual to de- 
stroy the cradle when the baby begin 
to walk. In well regulated families 
that cradle may be of service in the 
future. Save the cradle on account of 
its past services and don't forget that 
you may become a grandfather.” 

A whole brood of free-trade theories 
are successfully negatived in this brief 
communication. It does not follow, 
after protection has established a cer- 
tain industry so firmly that it can 
compete with foreign products, both in 
our home markets and abroad, thai the 
tariff which has made such competi- 
tion possible ought to be removed. If. 
as is often the case, the domestic 
product is sold so low that the corre- 
sponding foreign product would be 
kept out of our home market, even it | 
there were no duty upon it, the duty 
does not add to the price paid by the 
home consumer, and it (the duty) is 
nullified, so long as the conditions re- 
main relatively the same. 

If free-trade advocates say “Remove 
the duty, since it no longer protects,” 
the advocates of protection can’ reply, 
with equal logic and with more force, 
“Let the duty remain, since it costs 
nobody a penny, and does no harm.” 

Economic conditions are constantly 
shifting. The duties that seem useless 
now may be necessary another year. 
Let them stand, when they impose no 
burden, for the good they have done, 
and for the good they may do when 
the tide rises. 

There are many duties which, if re- 
mofed, would not affect the price to 
the consumer of the commodities 
which they cover. But the removal of 
such. duties would seriously affect the 
domestic manufacturer, for it would 
compel him to divide his sales in the 
domestic market with the foreign pro- 
ducer of commodities like his own. In 
proportion as the domestic manufac- 
turer is able to hold his own market, 
he is prosperous and can pay higher 
rates than are paid abroad. 

There are doubtless some inequalities 
in the present tariff, which was en- 
than seven years azo. 
The Republican national platform of 
1904 promised that the tariff should be 
revised by its friends when the need 
for revision should become apparent. 
That there wil! be some readjustment 
of schedules before the close of the 
President's term of office is probable. 
But we may rest assurcd that the sea- 
wall will not be demolished merely 
because the tide is out. 


APITAL AND LABOR COMBINING. 
An interview with T. V. Powderly, 
whc was formerly at the head of the 
Krights of Labor, was printed in 4 
New York dispaich to The Times yes- 
terday. Mr. Powderly is confessedly a 
good authority om labor matters—-from 
the union-labor point of view. He fs 
much fairer in his views than.

Ignace Paderewski played at Temple 
Auditorium last eveniag. Seldom has 
such instrumental poetry been read 
before any local audience; seldom has 
such an audience appeared at any 


concert. 
The crowd! The big auditorium was 
filled from top gallery to the end 


boxes of the ground floor rows—-wealth 
and fashion and the seeker for art be- 
ing in convention assembled. There 
were only a few seats unsold, and be- 
tween the first and second numbeis 
the crowd which had congregated in 
the lobby tore laces from skirts,

Paderewski! There is little that is 
new to be said about him. He is a dis- 
tinct figure in the world of melody, 
a quaint harmonic signature upon the 
roll of artistic fame, the best known 
of all living pianists.

Dreams are woven upon his instru- 
ment, nocturnal studies of twilight and 
evening belis, the sighing of the wind

Paderewski's plano is a Nving creature 
of pure lyric voice, attuned to abso- 
lute perfection. 

We have seen technique, then more 
technique, and occasionally extraor- 
dinary technique; now round the lat- 
ter with years of constant polish, sub- 
due it with the delicate restraint of a 
ripened artistic discretion, spice it to 
subtle flavor with a thorough permea- 
tion of genuins “warmth” and “color,” 
and you have the ultra-technique that 
fs Ignace Paderewski's. 

His command over a single tone is 
marvelous, He can shade down a 
pianissimo, sounding whole chords as 
though they were the very ghosts of 
musical notes, with an absolute grada- 
tion of the diminuendo, and an acquired 
resonance in each little tiny sound 
that makes its faint breath vibrate in 
the farthest pafts of his audience cham- 
ber. It seems at times as though he had 
discovered a niano with muted strings. 
such is the pathetic and seldom-heard 
note which emanates from his key- 
board, 

Paderewski has few mannerisms. 
He commands attention with a few 
big chords of simple modulation, and 
then waits—just a moment—before be- 
ginning. There fs no superfluous mo- 
tion, no sprawling—no crying. The 
Paderewski bow, courtly and (dignified, 
is very comprehensive. 

The versatility of the man was si: wn 
in his last night's programme. Open- 
ing with Bach and concluding with the 
abandon of Liszt, he included between 
these extremes a Beethoven sonata, a 
Chopin group, .a pair of Schumann 
compositions, a Brahmas variation and 
a nocturne by—-Paderewski. 

In no place did the pre@minent sen- 
timental quality of his art creep out 
more than in a Chopin nocturne, in- 
treducing hfs second programmatic dl- 
vision. The study Geneath his fingers 
became a tonal picture of evening and 
reflection, painted in quiet lights and 
shadows by the hand of an absolute 
master. A Schumann toccata, bubbling 
like a torrential epring, gave free play 
to his crisp, brilliant and wonderful- 
ly perfect facility in passages of »xtra- 
ordinary rapidity. 

Paderewski has attained fame, for- 
tune and most of the things that go 
to make up ordinary earthly happi- 
ness. How long will it be before this 
wiry, white-faced man enters the 
realm of contentment and forswears 
his productive allegiance to consum- 
ing, creative ambition?

ALL TO BE EXPECTED. 
——— 


California Fruit Not as Good as 
Least Year—Florida’s Poor and 
Cheap Fruit a Tremendous Loss in 
All Positions—Great Prosperity 
and Liberal Buying. 


NEW YORK, Dec. %.—The Christ- 
mas orange trade, finished last night, 
and according to the statements of 
"several large handlers, it has proved 
much better than was expected when 
the Florida people began to flood the 
market with cheap fruit. Toward the 
last a brisk demand for the fancy 
and choice grades of California Wash- 
qmaton navels sprang up, and the clos- 
ing week was generally very lively. 

It must be admitted, however, by 


unprejudiced light, that the qudlity 
of fruit which has come from Cali- 
fornia has not been as good, taken as 
a whole, as it was last year. It is 
pointed out by some receivers that 
the crop is earlier there, and that it 
is rather greener in some localities. 
However that may be, it is a fact 
that the market is doing better, and 
after the lull which usually follows the 
holiday activity better business can 
probably be expected. 

As has been pointed out before, the 
market has been badly demoralized 
with the enormous quantities of poor 
Fioridas which have been rushed in 
here and then sold for whatever they 
would bring. The quality can be ap- 
preciated when it is pointed out that 
oranges which start, from Florida per- 
fectly sound, and come through’ by 
fest freight, show 40 per cent. decay 
upon arrival. That has happened 
again and again. No one is able to 
furnish a satisfactory explanation. 
Some say lack of proper fertilization. 
Others declare that it is overfertiliza- 
tio... It is declared that to overfertilize 
a tree causes it to produce fruit that 
will not stand up for shipment. The 
cause is said to be that the over- 
fertilization produces fruit which are 
more or less weak. That is, the flesh 
ia forced beyond its strength, and con- 
siiaee. it decays very rapidly after

@zing, but doesn't think it will pay to 
Ship much of the wild, uncultivated 
fruit to this market to compete with 
the richly-colored, evenly-assorted 
fruit produced in California.

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MORGAN'S “TUBE.” 


Another Attempt to Build an Under- 
ground Electric Railroad in 
 bondon.

10.—J. Pierpont Mor- 
gun's sixteen-mile, electric under- 
ground railway schéme, which is to 
connect London with the counties of 

Essex and Herts, is not going to be 
abandoned as it was supposed. Par- 
liamentary notices will be served at 
the beginning of the new year and Par- 
HMament when it meets in February will 
be asked to grant the necessary powers 
to construct the proposed line. 

The scheme wili meet with the most 
determined opposition from existing 
railway companies whose train service 
touches the particular districts which 
the new “tube”-—as they always cail 
such railwaya here—would cover, but 
as most of the region is inhabited by 
the working classes it is believed that 
the Government will agree that such a 
raijway is a public necessity. 

e promoters of the scheme fear the 
opposition of the London County Coun- 
cil most. This body, which governs 
municipal London, proposes to con- 
struct a system of electric street-car 
lines through the same region, and 
they do not want Mr. Morgan's com- 
petition. But the views of the different 
public men in the districts affected 
have been canvassed by the Morgan 
people who claim to have indications 
that the “tube"’ would be welcomed. 
All the material collected in this way 
wil be placed before the Parliamen- 
tary committee with whom rests the 
fate of the scheme. 

The plan was thrown out before 
chiefly on the ground that it was over- 
capitalized, so the capital is to be re- 
duced this time, I understand, to 
$35,000,000. There are rumors that Sir 
Thomas Lipton is interested in the 
deal, but this cannot be confirmed.

COMPANIES EXTENDING LIVELY 
DEVELOPMENT. 


Indians to Bring Supplies Down 
River in Barges—Postal Clerks In- 
terested—Smelter to be Built by 
Los Angeles Concern—Good Strikes 
Made.

J. I. purtis, superintendent of the 
Mount Whipple and Copper Basin Min- 
ing Companies of this city, is back 
from the mines on the Colorado River 
in San Bernardiho county thirty-three 
miles south of Needles. ° 

“The Mount Whipple Company” said 
Mr. Curtis to a reporter of The Times 
yesterday, “is now rnning a 1000 foot 
tunnel into the mountain 2% feet from 
the apex. This tunnel struck the ledge 
at fifty feet from the face of the 
mountain and follows it throughout. 
Some assays bave run as hich as $190 
and the average from seventy-six 
made was about $46 per ton in copper 
and gold. The ledge is five to seven 
feet wide. Within the next hundred 
feet several lateral veins run 
into the main ledge like spokes into a 
hub and a better strike is expected 


TO BUILD SMBLTER. 

“The company will start work soon 
after the first of the year on a 50-ton 
custom smelter which will be capable 
of enlargement later. The machinery 
will be shipped by the Santa Fé to 
Topack, the nearest station and from 
there sent down the Colorado River in 
Boat. Indians will bring down all 
kinds of supplies In barges and the 
Jumber needed for the camp can thus 
be used in transportation.

The company 
‘has a grant of 9000 acres and its work 
will consist of tunneling for 19.000 feet 
through a mountain at a distance be- 
low the surface of 2200 feet in one 
piace. It is stated that over 200 
known veins of silver, gold and copper 
ore will be tapped. The Guanacevi 
district is said to be the most densely 
mined camp in Mexico, there being

IN COMPARISON. 


AWFUL DEATH ROLL CAUSED BY 
RAILROAD WRECKS. 

More People Sacrificed in One Year 
Than ¥ell at Waterloo—One Expert 
Says the Remedy is the Universal 
Use of Block Signal System—Heavy 

Locomotives. 


[Pittsburgh Dispatch:] 


A report re- 


cemly issued by the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission shows that the total 
number Of casualties to persons on 
railroads in the United States during 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1994, was 
55,130, comprising 2787 killed and 51,545 
injured. This shows a large increase 
over any other year. It is a large to- 
tal, and in comparison may be said to 
be similar to the complete destruction 
of any qpe of such cities as Salt Lake 
City, Utah; San Antonio, Tex.; Racine, 
Wis.; Topeka, Kan.; Waterbury, 
Wilkesbarre, Pa.; or Augusta, Ga., 
none of which have anything like 53,- 
000 inhabitants. 

In both the American and British ar- 
mies September 19 and October 7, ll 
and 12, 1777, in the series of fights and 
movements around Saratoga, as in- 
cluded by E. 8&8. Creasy, in his “Fif- 
teen Decisive Batties of the World,” 
there were less than 20.000 men, while 
the highest total given of the killed, 
wounded and missing on both sides at 
Waterioo, one of the greatest battles 
of all time, is 54,488 men-——not so many 
by 702 as last year’s total of United 
States railroad casualties. The number 
of collisions and derailments during 
the past year was 11,291, involving §$§9,- 
383.057 in damages to rolling stock and 
roadbeds. This gives the astounding 
increase of 648 collisions and derail- 
ments over 1903—astounding but for the 
reduction of employés in 1904 by 75,000, 

In 1898 .about 500 soldiers were killed 
in Cuba and about 2500 died in hos- 
pitale. There was an outburst of pub- 
lic wrath over the unnecessary deaths 
from disease that shook the whole 
United States and that will be remem- 
bered as long as the Spanish-American 
War.

Writing of the thousands killed ev- 
ery year in railroad accidents in the 
United States, Leroy Scott makes the 
following indictment of the companies 
in the January World's Work: 

It is proper to say that the greater 
safety of British lines is very largely 
due to almost complete reliance on 
Signals to guard thelr trains against 
accident. Since the block system 
would prevent a large part of the ap- 
palling number of collisions and their 
resultant injuries and deaths, why, 
then, it is inevitably asked, ie not this 


mechanical supplement to discipline 
forthwith installed on every railroad 
in the United States? The answer is 


simple. Because it costs money. A few 
ol the best roads are installing the eyve- 
tem. The other roads excuse themselves 
by saying that their business has xo 
developed in recent years that they 
have not enough cars and engines and 
branch lines to handle it all—so there 
are many more pre##ing matters to be 
attended to before they can afford to 
Kive attention to block signaling. That 
is, they must arrange to carry more 
passengers before they can afford to 
make safe the passengers they are now 
carrying.

MORTGAGES HIS WAGES. 


A suit involving a rather peculiar 
principle was before Justice Stephen- 
son today.

REV. MR. FRETZ 
IN JAPAN. 


He Visits One of That Na- 
tion’s Army Hospitals. 


Remarkable Success of Treat- 
ment of the Injured. 


[NCE OF THE TIMES.) 
n) Nov. 30.—No- 
to arrangements 
made by our native\presiding elder, K. 
Furusaka, a company of five American 
missionaries and two native pastors 
were granted the rare privilege of vis- 
iting one of the four great army hos- 
pitals of Japan. Our visit was made 
to the Kokura garrison hospital, situ- 
ated only a little distance from Mofi, 


which ts the gateway to and from 
Japan both for transports and war 
supplies. 


Moji is comparatively a new city, but 
is fast becoming a rival of Nagasaki, 
especially because of its situation near 
the largest and best coal fields of all 
Japan. 

At this western gateway of the inland 
Sea all the sick and wounded soldiers 
of the war who are brought back to 
Japan are received, whether finally 
taken to Tokio, Osaka or Hiroshima, at 
which cities the three great hospitals, 
besides the one at Kokura, are located. 
The hospital at Tokio accommodates 
15,000, the one at Hiroshima 10,000, and 
that at Osaka, the Manchester of 
Japan, accemmodates 10,000. 

Kokura is an old town situated only 
a few miles southeast of Moji. It was 
formerly the seat of a Daimio and is 
now occupied by the garrison entrusted 
with the defense of the Strait of Shim- 
onoseki. The hospital is situated tn a 
most favorable place, sheltered on every 
side by high hills, which on the north 
keep out the cold winds which blow 
upon Moji from the direction of Sibe- 
ria. The capacity of the hospita! is 
10,000. There are now about 8000 sick 
and wounded soldiers there. 

Dt. H. Murata, who is at the hend of 
this mammoth institution, is a Chris- 
tian and a member of the Methodist 
church. Dr. 8. Hida, the chief surgeon, 
is also a Christian. These two gentle- 
men were ready to receive us upon our 
arrival and gave us one hott and a 
half of time. The buijdings, as Dr. 
Murata explained, are plain, simple 
wooden one-story structures which Is 
in keeping with everything that per- 
tains to the life of a soldier of “Dai 
Nippon.” The uniform of all the pa- 
tients is a kimona made of unbleached 


| 


muslin, quilted with cotton to a com- 
fortable thickness. Each one has the 
Red Cross on the left arm between the 
elbow and the shoulder. The beds are 
all of tron, and in fact the wards 
throughout look much like our own 
hospitals. 

These kindly doctors took great 
pains to show us their operating rooms 
and apparatus, all of which are thor- 
oughly up to date. While the style of 
building is an evidence of strict econ- 
omy, the facilities for scientific surgery 
show that no money has been spared. 
The operating tables are of glass, the 
X-ray apparatuses are of the latest 
German make. The disinfectant appli- 
ances are so arranged and used as to 
reduce danger to the minimum. 

Dr. Murata told us that in the large 
hospital at Dalny all cases were first 
temporarily treated, but that every 
ease where a serious operation wast 
necessary was brought to this hospita! 
at Kokura; and only those who cannot 
be accommodated here are sent to 
Osaka, Hiroshima or Tokio, because of 
their greater distance. 

A remarkable and almost incredible 
statement was nugide to me by the chief 
surgeon, Dr. 8. Hida, and confirmed by 
Dr. H. Murata, namely, that of all the 
wounded soldiers treated at this hos- 
pital since the war with Russia began 
only five had died—not 5 per cent, but 
five soldiers—and that only about one 
hundred had died there of disease. 

We saw Capt. Yamana, who had both 
legs shot off at Port Arthur. He is 
convalescing. We also saw and talked 
with Capt. Tesima, who is recovering 
from a wound which was caused by a 
bullet passing through the left cheek 
near the mouth and passing out near 
the right temple. He had been wounded 
in the battle at “Uzulinzu.” We saw 
one soldier's wound being dressed. He 
had been shot in the knees in the bat- 
tle of Liao Yang. . 

The nurses are dressed in pure whité 
We saw them engaged In many differ- 
ent kinds of treatment. Some were 
bandaging, some giving massage treat- 
ment and some were applying elec- 
tricity, etc. After we had gone the 
complete round the physicians insisted 
upon our going with them to their 
private quart rs, where they served us 
with coffee and “kaki” (persimmons.) 
After fifteen minutes spent in this way 
they accompanied us to the door and 
with many bows asked us to come 
again.

BABYLONIAN BROKERS. 


Tablets Show That Princes of Finance 
Flourished Thirty Centuries 
Ago. 

(Philadelphia Telegraph:} A lecture 
of historic interest to the business 
world and to students was delivered 
thie afternoon by Rev. Albert T. Clay, 
Ph.D., assistant professor of Semitic 
tholology and archeology in the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, before a rep- 
resentative gathering at the Free Mu- 
seum of Science and Art, Thirty-third 
and Spruce streets. He described the 
t-usiness methods of the Babylonians of 
old from recoids recently exhumed ati 
Nippur, many of which show remark- 
able preservitaion after a lapse of near- 
ly 32000 years. 

Dr. Clay in deciphering the tablets 
discovered that they represented busi- 
ness transactions done by Murashy 
Sons, brokers, of Nippur. 

The tablets were discovered by Dr. 


J H. Haynes tn 1893 at the beginning 


| might appear as 


of the third campaign of the Baby- 
lonian Expedi.ion of the University of 
Pennsylvania. Haynes came across a 
room in an upper stratum, scattered 
over the floor of which he found 730 
tablets and *fragments. The room 
proved to be either the business piace 
or the archive room of an influential 
frm. The documents had been drawn 
up in the interest of the several sons 
wt the firm. They contain deeds of sale, 
rentals of houses, animals, lands; 
mortgeges, bonds of various descrip- 
tions, as bailments of individuals, 
guarantees, promissory notes, etc. The 
tablets are dated in the reign’ of Ar- 
taxerxes I. 464-424 B.C., and Darius II, 
423-405 B.C. 

“The tablets, which are simply sun- 
dried,” explained Dr. Clay, “are made 
of very smocth clay. It is free from 
arit, which waa removed by washing 
preparatory to its use for tablet. mak- 

ing. This has increased its. adhesive 
C power, 60 that the tablets have the ap- 
pearance of being baked, offering a 
exceedingly smooth surface for th 
writing. 

“The number of seal impressions 
found on these contracts is very large. 
\ erest many are of rare beauty, and 
lndicate remarkable skill in the execu- 
tion of the seal, or seal cylinder, by 
the lapidary of the age. 

“It was customary for the obligor 
judge or witness Gret to make hic seal 
impression, after which the ascribe 
wrote in proximity, either to the right 
of it or above and below it. the name 
of the man to whom it belonged. In 
quite a number of instances it can be 
shown that before the names of the 
witnesses were regularly affixed the 
obligor or debtor had made his seal 
impression. The same is true with re- 
gard to the witnesses, who frequently 
made their impressions before ail 
their names were attached to the doc- 
ument. In some instances, unless a 
number of witnesses or the judge or 
judges left their seal impressions, the 
person or persons who received the 
benefits Involved In the documents, or 
upon whom the obligation rested, either 
left their seal upon the tablets, or in- 
stead, made an impression in the soft 
clay with their thumb nails. 

“The individual in whose interest the 
tablet was made, whether as a receipt 
for a canceled debt, a lease, due bill, 
mortgage, etc., has not in a single in- 
stance left his seal or mark upon the 
tablet of the Murashu archives. In ev- 
ery instance where the name or names, 
written in Aramaic, are presented in 
the tablet we learn that they belong to 
the individuals who received the bene- 
fits mentioned in the documents, or 
upon whom the obligations rested. Nat- 
urally, the name of the second party 
well, but where a 
single name is given it always belongs 
to the obligator or recipient. 

“A tabiet evidently representing the 
sale of a ring by a jewelry firm of the 
time reads: ‘As concerns.the gold ring. 
set with an emerald, we guarantee 
that for twenty years the emerald will 
rot fall out of the gold ring. If the em- 
erald shall fall out of the gold ring be- 
fore the end of twenty years, Belah-id- 
dina, Beishunu & Hatin shall pay unto 
Bel-nadin-shumu an indemnity of 10 
mana of silver.’ 

Dr. Clay described how these tablets 
were found filed away in stone shelves 
that defied destruction. He compared 
interestingly the ancient and modern 
forms of transacting business, showing 
the superiority of the former, especially 
| in the preservation of recorded trans- 
actions.

The Exchange is maintain- 
ing agencies in the English markets 
and is supplying them with al! the or- 
anges for which there is a demand and 
which will find a sale at remunerative 
Prices. 

“There is mo demand there for 
‘thousands of cars’ of oranges, as Mr. 
Stone is reported to have said. The de- 
mand ig limited to large sizes of fancy 
Oranges for the West Side London 
trade. The oranges of Southern Eu- 
rope are too strong as competitors with 
The smatier siges and tower grades of 
oranges.”

SLIP-SHOD PROCEEDINGS. 

The report then goes on to arraign 
the trustees for their alleged slip- 
shod methods of procedure. “The 
‘board usually meets in Los Angeles,” 
gave the report. “No meeting has been 
held at the school since some time last 
winter. The minutes are kept by the 
who Is secretary of the 


The superin- 
tendent has power to write just such 
minutes as he pleases, and no mem- 
ber of the board ever knows what he 
has written 

“The bills to be passed on by the 
board are made up by the clerk. and 
such bills are put in as the superin- 


_tendent directs. These bills, I am in- 


formed, are never properly audited by 
the board, but pass as a matter of 


EXPENSE “GRAFT.” 

The report then goes on to point 
out alleged abuses in the matter of 
rendering expense accounts, and says: 


'. “Bills for expénses of superintendent 


and members contain some peculiar 
items. Some of the members always 
go in hacks, at $1 each, and dinner a!- 
ways costs $1. As a matter of fact. 
however, hacks are not used. and the 
expense accounts are swelled by thi« 
item at nearly every board meeting. 
-In looking over the expense bills since 
June last, I did not find any bil! pre- 
sented in the name of Mr. Newlin. 
“The superintendent makes frequent 
trips to Log Angeles. The expenses of 
these trips invariably show lunch 75 


cents. dinner $1, and car fare 25 cents. 
The latter is for street-car fare in Los 
Angeles, as tickets on the electric rall- 
Way between Whittier and Los An- 
geles are provided in another way. 
The Superintendent must get a profit 
on the expense charges for each of 
these trips.”\ 
FALSE AFFIDAVITS. 

“The expense bills are all sworn to 
by Mr. Smith, and the affidavit says 
that all such items were actually ex- 
pended and -lelvw for the benefit of 
the State and by persons authorized 
to make such expenditure. If there 
is, a single item, however small, that 
is charged but never made, or made, 
but not for the State, then the affi- 
davit is false”’ says the report. 

ALLEGED DISHONESTY. 

Continuing his arraignment of the 
Superintendent, Secretary Gates says: 
“f find that the employés quite gen- 
erally believe that Mr. Smith is not 
honest in his dealings with the State. 
The Superintendent should conduct the 
affairs of the institution so openly and 
business-like, and so in the full light 
of day, that employés would know that 
all business transactions were honestly 
conducted.” 

DEFICIT INCREASING. 

“At the close of the fiscal year, 
June 30." concludes the report, “there 
were about $2000 in bills unpaid, and 
carried over into this year beca 
there were no funds with which to pay 
them. . On October 31, this de- 
ficit had increased to over $2800, and 
Mr. Smith says it will be over $5000 by 
the end of the year.” 

COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The committee of the State Board 
of Charities and Corrections, appoint- 
ed to inquire into the alleged laxity 
and irregularities in the. management 
of the Whittier State School, reported 
in part as follows: 

“Accompanied, by the secretary of 
the board, who did not act as a mem- 
ber of the committee, we visited Whit- 
tier State School on November 3, 1904, 
together with Messrs. Lindley, Clarke 
and Newlin, the trustees of that in- 
stitution, and Mr. Patterson of this 
board, who, however, was not a mem- 
ber of the committ A brief meet- 
ing was held with the trustees, at 
which the object of our visit and the 
scope of our duties was explained. 

Mr. Smith, the Superintendent. was 
then called in, and the matters to be 
looked into were presented to him in 
the presence of the board of trustees. 
Without being sworn he gave his ver- 
sion of four of the five counts, which 


was accepted by the committee with | 


out further evidence. Sworn evidence 
was produced in support of the re- 
maining count. Mr. Smith asked, and 
was granted, a reasonable time to 
this count. His answer there- 
to has been received by mail since 
neo return of your committee to this 
city. 

“The charges, with the views of your 
committee concerning the same, fol- 


low: 
TELEPHONE ABUSE. 

“(1.) This board has been informed 
that bills for ~ersonal telephone mes- 
sages of Mrs. Smith have been charged 
and collected from the State. 

r Smith admitted that telephone 

ges exchanged between Mra. 
Smith and a’ member of her family in 
Los Angeles had been charged to and 
collected from the State. His justi- 
fication of this was substantially that 
this member of Mrs. Smith's family 
had assisted in giving certain instruc- 
tion to the girls at the school without 
charge; that it was at times necessary 
to use the telephone in fixing the time 
of her visits; also, that messages had 
sometimes been sent to the same per- 
son by telephone, regarding smal! pur- 
chases needed by the institution in or- 
der to save the expense of sending a 
messenger from Whittier to Los An- 
geles. The amounts thus expended 
are small, though the items extend 
over quite a period of time. 

“We have no hesitation in saying 
that this practice was wrong, and 
should be discontinued at once. 
principle involved here is the same as 
if the amounts were large, and the 
mere fact that the course pursued 
was a saving to the State (a point we 
do not intend to pass upon) to our 
minds affords no ‘justification. 

DAUGHTPR'S RAILROAD PARE. 


“(2.) It has been reported—te this 
board that railroad fare for Miss 
Smith, the daughter of the Superin- 
tendent, in traveling between Los An- 
geles and Whittier, while attending 
school, has been charged to and col- 
lected from the State. 

“This was admitted by Mr. Smith. 
The expense th incurred extended 
over a err several months, the 
ee between $6 and $7 per 
month. th ea that he 
always aoc until recently, when 
the matter was brought to his atten- 


tion that he was entitled to 
be reimbursed for fares 
for any member of his fam- 


ily. He further said that his caughter 
had assisted in instructing inmates of 
the institution in music, and he wag 
apparently under the Impression that 


this furnished some justification for 
the charge. 

“This expenditure was a clear viola- 
tion of the law, and the explanation 
offered by Mr. Smith does not justify 
his action. 

“We think that this overcharge 
should have been discovered by the 


ypoard of trustees at the time the prac- 
tice commenced. 
that so far as we are advised, no part 
of the money thus expended has been 
refunded to the State.* 

A PRIVATE FENCE. 

“(2.) It has been represented to this 
board that certain wire fencing had 
been purchased by Mr. Smith and paid 
for by the State, and had been used 
in fencing private property, some dis- 
tance from and not connected with the 
property of the State at Whittier. 

“Mr: Smith’s explanation concerning 
this matter i= In substance, that dur- 
ing the latter part of 1903, he had ex- 
pected to pasture some of the State 
stock on land known as the Guirado 
ranch, some distance from Whittier; 
that in order to properly protect the 
stock while there, it was necessary to 
place some fencing on the property, 
and that he thought it proper under 
the circumstances to do this fencing 
at the State's expense, as a part pay- 
ment for the pasturage; that it was 
his intention, the fence -were built, 
to leave it there as the property of the 
Guirado ranch when the stock was 
removed, and that the fencing in ques- 
tion which had been sent to the Gul- 
rade ranch, but not used there, was then 
brought to Whittier and used in fenc- 
In’ the State property of the school, 

“The superintendent exceeded his au- 
thority in purchasing this fence for the 


tended, and would have had no right 
to erect the fence on private property 
at State expense in payment of a pas- 
ture bill or for any other reason. Even 
if the fence was afterward used on 
State property, this purchase wag ir- 


regular. 
“After the formal investigation of 
this matter terminated § infermatien 


reached this committee tending to show 
that the fence was not brought to the 
Siate property, and was not used. as 
Mr. Smith said it was; but this infaor- 
mation was received when it was too 
late to present it before your commit- 
tee and the trustees, and, therefore, 
Mr. Smith was not confronted with 
it. We mention it Here for the reason 
that it will be an easy matter for the 


trustees to ascertain how this fence 


We may also add

was used, and this we think should 
be done. 
LIVE STOCK TRANSACTIONS. 

“(4.) A report has been made to tbis 
board that cettain live stock belonging 
to the State bad been appropriated. by 
Mr. Smith: that certain sales. of live 
stock had been made by him and not 
accounted for, and also that He was 
keeping live stock claimed by him- 
self on State property at the State's 
expense. 

“In reply to questions, Mr. Smith said 
that he had not appropriated any stock 
belonging to the State and had properly 
accounted for all.sales of State stock. 
He, further explained that he owned 
several bead of Jersey cattle which 


he had kept on State property and fed 


part of the time at State expense. He 
further stated that the milk given by 
his cows Was used by the institution, 
and he considered that he wa.: benefit- 
ing the State by. giving this milk in 
return for feed for the same. It devel- 
oped during the discussion of this sub- 
ject that no proper account has been 
kept at .Whittier of the live stoek be- 
longing te the.State. It further ap- 
peared that the superintendent had 
been In the habit of selling live stock 
without any formal authorization >y 
the trust and no regular book ac- 
count of said sales has been kept. 

“In the absence of any cccurate ac- 
count of the live. stock . belonging to 
the State, we shall assume for the pur- 
poses of this report that Mr.’ Smith 
has not appropriated any of the State 
stock and that the proceeds of salés 
stock belonging to the State have been 
accounted for. It '« apparent, how- 
‘ever, that the c of keeping stock
